In a special election day fore­ 
cast the Weather Bureau said most 
of the nation will enjoy fair weath­ 
er for Tuesday’s balloting.

About 60 million Americans wjll 
visit their neighborhood polling 
places Tuesday to vote for presi 
dent, member* of Congress and 
thousands of state and local offi 
cials. The weather bureau forecast 
is generally fair weather except 
for the Great Lakes region and 
for an area extending from the 
Dakotas to Texas. 
If pre-election polls and surveys 
are even close to the mark, Mr 
Eisenhower will be reelected by a 
comfortable majority of popular 
and electoral votes. But his Re 
publican Party is still rated the 
underdog in its battle to regain 
control of Congress. 
The still-hopeful Democrats are 
banking on “another 1948,” a re­ 
peat of the election when Presi­ 
dent Truman’s victory confounded 
the poll-takers and most of the 
other political experts.

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Unappreciated Privilege 


Editorial - BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
Naturally no one is sure what 
bind of voter turnout this country 
will have on election day, but vote 
statisticians 
suspect it may be 
somewhat smaller than the record 
showing of 1952, when 83 per cent 
: of the eligible voters cast their 
ballots. 
Registrations art up in some 
places, down in others. 
Crowds 
sometimes have been excellent, but 
often just fair or even poor as the 
presidential nominees got about 
. tho country. Observers have talk- 
* od of voter indifference, but some 
have warned that though people 
I aren’t talking a lot they may vote 
an the same. 
It adds up to a somewhat per­ 
plexing picture. Yet what is cer­ 
tain now is that at the very best, 
less than two thirds of the nation’s 
eligible voters will likely appesr 
at the poUs. 
The habit of not voting is long 
established in America. Part of 
the explanation stems from the 
very richness of this land. Enjoy­ 
ing a degree of economic satisfac­ 
tion rare in the world, Americans 
usually are content to go about 
their 
business sxcept 
at those 
times when bad trouble strikes. 
In tile extremes of war and de* 
pres aion, they come out in health­ 
ful numbers to voico their protest 
Evidently they have to have their 
anger stirred before they think 
hard about availing themselves of 
the voting privilege. 
Some people are just too pre­ 
occupied with the many distrac­ 
tions of modern living to bother. 
The excuses they offer to explain 
why they didn’t vote are frequent­ 
ly trivial. It is, in fact, a way of 
saying that voting doesn't Mem 
important. 
One of the most foolish argu­ 
ments is the one about a single 
vote not counting. 
In Maine this September a can­ 
didate for Congress was re-elected 
by 29 votes. 
A few years back 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson of Texas won 
a primary by a similar hair-line 
margin. 
In 1954 several Senate 
races were decided by a few thou­ 
sand votes. 
With the decisions 
went control of the Senate. 
Admittedly, our elections laws 
are partly to blame, too. 
Residence requirements, most of 
them unsuited to a nation whose 
people move about as we do, ham­ 
per many who would like to vote 
if they could. 
Other legal barriers often stand 
in the way. 
These obstacles 
need clearing 
away. 
But when all is said and done, 
the burden rests on the voter him­ 
self. The ballot box should not be 
simply his escape valve—to use in 
case of angry protest. 
It is the 
symbol of his power of free choice 
—the greatest privilege a free man 
has. * 
Whether his mood is angry or 
calm, whether he is discontent or 
happy, it is a privilege he should 
exercise without fail.

So did 
his brother, J. Howard Pew, head 
of Sun Ship. So did his two sis­ 
ters, Miss Ethel Pew and Mr*. 
Mabel Myrin. Total for the Pew 
family to the senator Rom Idaho: 
$4,000. 
Mrs. La rn mot du Pont of Wil­ 
mington also sent $500 all the w ay 
from Delaware to Idaho for Wel­ 
ker. 
Ferny R. Wurlitzer of Wur- 
litxer music boxes also listened to 
the appeal of Senator Welker and 
sent $100 all the way from Tona­ 
wanda, N. Y. Alton Jones, head 
of Cities Service, was more gen 
erous. He sent $2,500. Eddie Rick- 
enbacker, head of Eastern Air­ 
lines, sent $100. Ruth McCormick 
Tankersley of the Chicago Tribune 
family sent $100. Victor Emanuel, 
head of the Giant American Avia­ 
tion company, sent $250. 
Other contributions from $100 up 
to $500 came from the following 
wide variety of oilmen, industrial­ 
ists, and bankers:

Probers Report 
GOP Spending 
Tops Democrats 


WASHINGTON CP) — The Sen­ 
ate Elections subcommittee reports 
that Republicans have spent at 
least $11.4 million in the battle to 
capture the White House and the 
U. S. Senate in Tuesday’s election 
—more than double the Democrat­ 
ic bill. 
The report, admittedly Incom­ 
plete, covered $17.6 million worth 
of actual and expected campaign 
spending. It was $11.7 million spent 
by GOP committees, $4.9 million 
by Democrats and the rest by labor 
unions and other special groups. 
The only Republican on the com­ 
mittee — Sen. Carl T. Curtis (Neb) 
—immediately charged that the re­ 
port is “full of distortions, exag­ 
gerations and is generally mislead­ 
ing." 
The 
report, released 
Sunday 
night, was prepared by the staff 
of the aubcommittee, which is head­ 
ed by Sen. Albert Gore (D-Tenn). 
The subcommittee received an 
estimate that the entire 1952 cam 
paign—national, state and local- 
cost $140 million, with 60 per cent 
of this amount spent by Republi­ 
cans and 40 per cent by Democrats.

Bulganin Asks 
Joint Soviet- 
U. S. Task Force 


MOSCOW 
— Soviet Premi­ 
er Nikolai Bulganin proposed to­ 
day a joint 
Soviet-American air 
ard naval task force backed by 
the 
United Nations 
as "a sure 
guarantee" to stop the fighting in 
the Middle East. 
The proposal was contained in 
a message to President Eisenhow­ 
er in which Bulganin warned that 
the fighting in Egypt could turn 
into a third world war. 
He told Mr. Eisenhower that “I 
expect a positive reply from you." 
He said the Soviet government 
felt 
“effective 
action in the in­ 
terests 
of peace can 
be taken 
within the next hours.” 
The Soviet premier said the pro­ 
posed Soviet-American task force 
“would not threaten the Interests 
of Britain and France." He said 
the 
"popular 
masses" 
in both 
countries wanted peace. 
"If this war is not stopped, it 
contains the danger of turning into 
a third world war," he said. 
If the United States and the 
Soviet Union “support the victims 
of aggression," he said, the au­ 
thority of the United Nations "win 
be considerably enhanced." 
Along with Bulganin’s message 
to Mr. Eisenhower, Soviet Foreign 
Minister Dmitri T. Shepflov ad­ 
dressed a message to the president 
of the United Nations Security 
Council. Shepilov urged the U. N. 
to give military and other aid to 
victims of aggression 
and said 
Russia was ready to send air and 
naval forces to Egyot. 
In his proposal to Mr. Eisenhow- 
er, Bulganin suggested "immedi­ 
ate" talks between Washington 
and Moscow to "stop aggression."

Vote Tomorrow 
Several local unions, organisa­ 
tions, school 
and churches 
an 
nounced their support of the "Tu­ 
berculosis Care and Treatment 
Law and the Excess Tax Law. 
The two laws wUl be voted on 
Tuesday, Nov. 6. Tuberculosis has 
been and still is one of our coun­ 
ty's leading public health prob­ 
lems. 
The two laws will not add any 
new taxes, but will continue to 
fight tuberculosis in the county 
and insure th* means by which 
residents who ar* afflicted with 
the disease may secure adequate 
hospital and nursing ear*. 
Several patients in the county 
state that if it were not for these 
laws, their families could not have 
possibly offorded th* costly treat 
ment and drugs which were nee** 
sary to treat th* disease. 
"I owe my life and my tem 
ily'a protection and happiness to 
th* fact that these two laws were 
in effect in Saline county," on* 
patient says. 
They have been in effect in tee 
county for several years and it ii 
now necessary to put them to a 
re-vote. Th* voters will be aahed 
to cast their votes on two different 
ballote. One if on the "Care and 
treatment" of tuberculosis which 
allods counties without tuberculo­ 
sis sanitariums to levy up to 7 l-2e 
per one hundred dollars cvalua 
tion. This ballot must be voted 
either "YES or NO." The other 
ballot that mutt be voted ii the 
"Excess Tax Law" which allows 
the county board to levy the TB 
tax in excess of the statutory lim 
it. 
Since the county is already 
levying the statutory limit for gen 
oral county purposes, it must have 
this 7 I-2c Excess Tax for tuber 
culosis patients, the Saline County 
Tuberculosis Board states.

'For a long time it has been cus­ 
tomary for young folks to fall in 
love, become engaged, and get 
married.
